Wuerzburg, Germany, Dec. 30 
UP)—A German woman convicted 
of attempted murder for betray­ 
ing her anti-Nazi husband to the 
Gestapo will be retried here in 
J anuary. 
Mrs. Hilde Berthold, 50, was 
sentenced to 14 years in prison in 
February, 19 50. She appealed the 
verdict and an Appellate Court ac­ 
quitted her. 
The Federal Supreme Court, in 
a ruling disclosed today, said the 
Appellate Court erred in freeing 
the woman and ordered a new 
trial. 
After Mrs. Berthold’s husband 
was seized by the Gestapo in 1945, 
he was convicted of high treason 
and sentenced to death. The sen­ 
tence was suspended when he was 
ordered to the eastern front to 
fight 
in 
a 
‘‘punishment 
unit” 
against the Russians. He survived 
the war. 
The prosecution charged in the 
first trial that Mrs. Berthold be­ 
trayed her husband so she could 
live with her lover. 
In acquitting Mrs. Berthold, the 
Appeallate Court ruled the de 
fendant could not be accused of 
attempted murder since her hus­ 
band was convicted by a "legal” 
court. 
The

Court claimed 
that the Nazi judges who con­ 
victed Berthold had made "illegal 
use of the special wartime criminal 
code.”

FERRER ON ROBESON 
Paul Robeson is an artist of merit who has be­ 
come so absorbed by Soviet Russia that he no 
longer can be regarded as American in any other 
category but nominal citizenship. He is at this 
moment the most vehement protagonist of Soviet 
Russia in this country and his services have been 
ack nowledged by Joe Stalin. 
Indignation against Robeson is usually ex­ 
pressed by patriotic Americans who have never 
been tempted by socalled left-wingism. Yet, no one 
has ever denounced Paul. Robeson with such ac­ 
curate pin-pointing of his unforgivable sins against 
his native land as Jose Ferrer, actor, who has also 
been attack ed for some of his associations. 
Ferrer’s language is important because he ex­ 
presses the problem of the artist who insists on 
freedom ot expression but rejects treason. This is 
what Ferrer said about Robeson: 
“Any American who accepts an award from 
the Soviet Union today does a tremendous dis­ 
service, not only to his country , but to the cause 
of peace throughout the world. It seems to me to 
be very clear that up to now the Soviet Union has 
discredited itself as to believability of intention 
and honesty of purpose. 
“I have alway s felt deeply about the minority 
groups and their problems. In the case of Paul 
Robeson, his action in accepting Stalin’s so-called 
‘peace prize” seems to me to be particularly 
reprehensible because he is doing almost irrepar­ 
able harm to his own race, and grave injury to 
the cause of all Negroes. He pretends to be their 
spok esman, and he is not. I do not believe that 
Paul Robeson has any thing fundamentally in com­ 
mon with Ralph Bunche, Marian Anderson, Joe 
Louis, Dorothy May nor, Jack ie Robinson, and 
other Negroes who are winning the uphill battle 
for Negro rights. 
“Nor does he have very much in common with 
the Negro soldiers in Korea, who are helping to 
fight the battle for freedom against Communist 
aggression and dictatorship. 
“Any one who is in the arts must have freedom 
of ex pressio n. As an artist I insist o n this priv ilege 
for my self and for all others. In its 
attempts to 
control artistic and creative expression, Com­ 
munism is indistinguishable from Fascism or any 
co urse, wo n Flo rida, Tex as, Ten- s 
Other form of dictatorship. This is all the more 
reason to deplore the course which Paul Robeson 
has chosen.” 
The ack nowledgment of the undeniable truth 
that “Communism is indistinguishable from Fas­ 
cism” is emotionally difficult for many of those 
who in the hey -day of Hitlerism were willing to 
accept Stalin as an alternative. Their error was 
that there really is no alternative to evil. It is im­ 
possible to say that Stalin is less a devil than Hit­ 
ler, for both were bred by the same Hegelian sire 
and only differed in* the method of achieving an 
identical end. 
Even in the matter of anti-Semitism, Stalin 
reaches the same position as Hitler did and for 
the same ends, namely , that any independence of 
thought or action is repugnant to him. To the very 
few’ Negroes w?ho \isit his country , Stalin can well 
present a facade of equality because he has no 
Negro population in his country , but he does have

EMOTIONS AND HIGH BLOOD PRESSURE 
As heart and blood-vessel disease is now the 
most frequent cause of death, not excepting can­ 
cer, research work ers all over the world are now 
seek ing a drug or drugs to reduce high blood 
pressure, which is the underly ing cause of most 
cases of heart and blood-vessel disease. 
The search for a drug to reduce “permanently ” 
high blood pressure has not been successful, but 
now that it is k nown that emotional disturbances 
raise the blood pressure, the sale of “quieting” 
drugs (sedatives) outnumbers the sale of purga­ 
tives. 
In practically all cases of heart and bloood- 
vessel disease, the emphasis is placed on rest. Not 
that the patient should remain in bed all the time 
but that he should be up and around a part of 
the time to k eep up his spirits (morale) by being 
a part of the family life and not left to himself so 
much that he has t<ffi much time to be think ing 
inwardly . 
In fact one of the latest forms of treatment from 
an authoritative source is the “arm chair” treat­ 
ment in which the patient spends his time in an 
armchair but gets up occasionally to go to the 
commode or to walk slowly about the room. This 
not only k eeps up his spirits but helps all the 
body processes — the circulation of the blood, aids 
digestion, prevents constipation. 
'Many may think that overwork , too much to­ 
bacco or alcohol, heredity , are the chief causes of 
high blood pressure, and these are among the many 
causes, but phy sicians today are prescribing these 
quieting drugs not to k eep the patient from doing 
phy sical work , but to quiet or prevent emotional 
disturbances. Emotional disturbances can raise the 
blood pressure 40 to 60 points (M.M.) 
In his book , “Control High Blood Pressure and 
and Live Linger,” Dr. Herman Pomeranz, visiting 
phy sician, Manhattan General Hospital, New York 
city , states: “Anger, fear, excitement» , worry , gen­ 
eral nervousness or other emotionnal influences 
greatly 
affect 
blood pressure. 
Such 
feelings, 
w ithe r expressed or repressed, may cause a sudden 
rise in pressure. These effects are brought about 
by increased heart action and changes in the state 
of the blood-vessels through impulses play ing upon 
•the heart and brain. 
Another factor is that in the early history of 
man, with dangers all about 
him, Nature caused 
the adrenal glands, one above each k idney , to pour 
adrenal juice into the blood to strengthen the 
heart and raise his blood pressure to better enable 
him to fight or fly . This, of course, raised the blood 
pressure till danger was past. Now, every day emo­ 
tional disturbances stretch the blood-vessels too 
much and too often, so that some of the elastic 
tissue of blood-vessel is lost, they become hardened, 
and blood pressure remains high.
